They then yelled at her to 
get money from the store’s 
cash drop box and the safe, but 
she told them she did not have 
access to it. 

“At that point, I was pan¬ 
icking,” said Hornsby, a moth¬ 
er of 5-year-old and 6-year-old 
sons and a 4-year-old daugh¬ 
ter.

Juveniles face charges in church break-ins

Charges have been filed 
against two juveniles after a Dry 
Ridge church was broken into 
for the fourth time in a month 
and a half. 

The Grant County Sheriff’s 
Office filed charges of burglary 
and criminal mischief against 
two 14-year-old boys on July 22

at Open Door Baptist Church on 
Dry Ridge Road. 


Sheriff Chuck Dills said the 
charges stem from a July 15 
break-in, the latest of four inci¬ 
dents which was caught on sur¬ 
veillance video installed two 
days before the latest break-in. 

After the surveillance video 
was posted online, the church 
started getting tips about the 
identity of the two juveniles who 
broke into the church the latest 
time. 


“Once they broke in they 
noticed the cameras and started 
hiding their faces,” said Pastor 
Troy Winters. “They did not see 
the cameras outside. They saw 
the monitor screen and they 
unplugged everything, the cam¬ 
eras, the Internet and everything. 
But, it was already stored and I 
can view my cameras remotely.”

Dig and divide 
Iris, Daylilies 


ANOTHER PLACE IN TIME 





W hy is it that the perfect time to dig and 
divide your iris bed is in July at the height 
of the season’s heat? For bearded iris it’s 
because they go through a dormant period in the 
summer. This hardy perennial is a beautiful spring 
bloomer that is virtually immune to diseases. But 
to ensure health and vigor you should divide your 
bearded iris every three to five years. If they receive 
adequate sunlight (at least 6 hours a day) but do not 
bloom well then it is definitely time to divide. 

If you have not had rain for a while you may 
want to soak your iris bed the day before to make 
it easier to work. Take your spade or pitch fork 
and lift the iris rhizomes (roots) off the top of the 
soil where they grow. Cut away and discard the 
older rhizomes and save the lighter-colored young 
rhizomes that are growing off their sides. Cut the 
fans back to about two to three inches in height and 
replant them in a sunny location in groups of three 
to five fans. Arrange the grouping with the fans to¬ 
wards the center so that as they multiple the group¬ 
ing will multiply outward in a circle. Daddy had a 
good description about how they should be planted, 
like “ducks on water” he would tell me. The rhi¬ 
zome should not be completely buried, leave half of 
it above the soil level. 

As you divide your iris examine the rhizomes for 
any holes that may be trailing through them. Beard¬ 
ed irises are immune to fungal diseases but they can 
be plagued by the iris borer. The holes are a tell¬ 
tale sign of borers. This big, black-headed, pink 
grub is the larval stage of a brown or black moth. 
The moth lays its eggs on the iris foliage starting 
in the summer and continu¬ 
ing into fall. Next spring the 
pink grubs appear and chew 
their way into the foliage, 
down through the stems and 
into the rhizome. The grubs 
feed on the rhizome until they 
hatch into moths and the cy¬ 
cle begins again. 

Divide and conquer 

In the spring, inspect your 
irises and if there appears to 
be something feeding on the 
foliage run your fingers along 
the blade, applying slight 
pressure. If the grub is there 
you have hopefully crushed 
it. This is the best time to 
control the borer because once it has reached the 
rhizome there is little you can do. 

Another rhizome that should be divided now is 
the daylily. Daylilies are also an incredibly hardy 
perennial and can be divided every three to five 
years to ensure maximum blooming. Mites and 
aphids can infest daylilies, though they rarely kill 
them. Watch for webbing, white insects at the base 
of the plant, or deformed leaves or buds. Insecti¬ 
cidal soaps will control these insects if the pressure 
if significant. 

To dig daylilies take a spade or pitch fork and 
work the strong rhizomes out of the soil. Once you 
have removed the root ball, take your spade and 
“cut” through the root system. Don’t be afraid to 
be assertive, you won’t hurt the plant. Daylilies 
will grow anywhere, but to encourage better growth 
work some compost into the new hole, mound up 
the center and place the division on top. Work the 
fleshy roots of the rhizome over the mound and 
cover with soil up to where the foliage meets the 
root system. 

After replanting your newly divided plants wa¬ 
ter well to settle the soil around the roots and irri¬ 
gate once a week if Mother Nature does not deliver 
on the precipitation.

Gospel dream in’ 
leads to questions 

H ere at the newspaper we never know what 
kind of conversation we’ll have when the 
phone rings. 

Recently, as I picked up the phone a woman 
blurted out, “Do you believe God talks to you 
through your dreams?” 

My first thought: Is this a trick question? Does 
she believe it or does she believe it’s hocus pocus 
hooey balooey? 

My second thought: I hope she didn’t dream that 
God wants her to run me over with a forklift. 

I took a breath and took a chance and told her 
that yes, I actually do believe God talks to people 
through their dreams, that there are plenty of ex¬ 
amples in the Bible and that I believe he sometimes 
talks to me through my dreams, too. 

(Although the one where Jesus had Hugh Lau¬ 
rie’s face — Dr. Gregory House on “House” — and 
was eating a bag of potato chips is still up for in¬ 
terpretation.) 

The caller said she had had a troubling dream 
and wanted to tell me about it, hoping that I might 
be able to help her figure out its message. 

To set the dream up, she said she had recently 
listened to a teaching from the Book of Revelation 
where Jesus tells the church at Ephesus that they 
have “left their first love.” 

As for her dream, here’s the gist of it: 

She had left her 
husband, her “first 
love,” to go on a trip 
with another man. 
They were in a car, 
driving to a vacation 
place. I think she said 
Nashville. 

“We were happy 
and laughing and 
having a great time, 
but the closer we got, 
the more unsettled I 
became,” she said. 

When they ar¬ 
rived, she knew she 
couldn’t go through 
with it. 

“But I also knew 
just going that far 
was too far,” she 
said. “I had hurt my 
husband — and I was so, so sorry.” 

She paused and said, “This never happened in 
real life — I love my husband. But this dream was 
so real, scary real.” 

In her dream she looked around and wondered 
how she had gotten there and she wanted to go 
home, but she was afraid it was too late. 

“I told the man, T have to go back,’ but I didn’t 
know how. And then I woke up,” she said. “What 
do you think it means?” 

I told her the truth, that I had no idea. Dreams 
are personal, and I would hate to say it means one 
thing when God may have meant something else. I 
told her to pray and ask God to explain it. Maybe 
she’d have another dream with the answer. 

After we hung up, I couldn’t stop thinking about 
our conversation, beginning with Jesus’ words to 
the church: “I have this one thing against you. You 
do not love me as you did at first” (Revelation 2:4, 
New Life Version). 

I thought about the words of the hymn that play 
on a continuous loop in my brain: “Prone to wan¬ 
der, Lord I feel it. Prone to leave the one I love.” 

I am acutely aware of my propensity to leave 
Jesus as my first love and of not knowing how to 
get back. 

However, rather than despair, I thought about 
some other words of Jesus, his story of the way¬ 
ward son who wanted to go home, but was afraid 
his father wouldn’t take him back, and of the son’s 
utter surprise when he saw his father from far away 
running to greet him and eager to welcome him 
home. 

But what if the story was not about a son but 
about a wayward wife returning to her first love 
— the husband she left? Would the story end dif¬ 
ferently? 

Maybe in real life it would, but not when it 
comes to God as the jilted husband. God would 
run to greet his unfaithful wife and would never 
hold her leaving against her as a human husband 
might. He would forgive without strings attached. 
He would take her out to dinner and shopping or 
maybe they’d go to the beach or watch movies to¬ 
gether on the couch. 

“Prone to wander, Lord I feel it,” is the song that 
we all sing. We are all wayward wives, leaving the 
One we love to travel with another lover. 

But the good news is, we never, ever have to be 
afraid to return. In Christ, there’s no condemnation, 
only forgiveness and mercy for those who want it. 
That’s not a dream either. That’s grace.

Charges are also pending 
against up to three other juve¬ 
niles who allegedly partici¬ 
pated in at least one of the 
previous three break-ins, said 
Dills. 

“I’m glad that they know 
that people are watching and 
they can’t just continue to 
vandalize and think they can 
get away with it,” Winters 
said. “Hopefully, they wake 
up before they do something 
really serious and get some¬ 
one hurt or get themselves 
hurt.” 

During the first break-in, 
Winters said a group of juve¬ 
niles had “a big party” inside 
the church and left a mess. 

“They took all of our chil¬ 
drens’ markers and we had 
crayons that they broke in 
pieces,” he said. “Toilet paper 
and hand soap in the bath¬ 
room were cleared out. They 
left parts of pizza and plates 
all over. These are pizzas that 
we give away to needy peo¬ 
ple that were in our freezers. 
They left them all over the 
sanctuary. There was a knife 
sticking in one of the pews.” 

The juveniles also played 
with the church’s sound 
equipment and extinguished 
cigarettes in areas. 

On two occasions, 


Winters said the juveniles 
broke in through a patched 
wall that used to hold an air 
conditioner. 

“The last time they broke 
out the glass out out of the 
door and they broke another 
door going into a new build¬ 
ing we’re working on,” he 
said. “They broke the lock to 
that and got a fire extinguish¬ 
er and used it to bust the glass 
out of the door so they could 
reach in and unlock the 
door.” 

The church will have to 
replace the door and door 
frame, but Winters was hesi¬ 
tant to estimate how much 
total financial damage the 
break-ins caused. 

A $250 reward from the 
church will go to the person 
who provided the police with 
the most information that led 
to the charges being filed. 

Winters said the suspects 
did not have any connection 
to the church. 

“If they needed help, we 
help a lot of people in the 
community,” he said. “We 
mn a food pantiy. We also 
mn the Re-Use Center and 
help a lot of needy people. If 
they needed something, we 
would have helped them. 
This just seemed like they did 
it because they were bored or 
nothing to do. It just doesn’t 
make sense to me.”

The men proceeded to ask the 
clerk to open the second cash 
register. 

However, the register would 
not open despite several attempts 
because Hornsby was still logged 
into the other register. 

The men yelled and cussed at 
Hornsby, calling her names, as she 
kept trying to open the second 
drawer. 

That is when one of the men 
struck Hornsby on the right side of 
the top of her head with his gun, 
knocking her to the ground. 

Hornsby described the sound 
as “a big boom.” 

“I thought I was dead,” she 
said. “I was thinking about my 


kids and whether I was going to 
see them again. When he hit me in 
the head I thought I had been shot 
at first. My vision was blurry. The 
blood started going down my face. 
I could feel it gushing. I thought 
that was it.” 

Hornsby said the suspects 
decided to forget about the second 
register and ran out the door with 
some cash and Marlboro ciga¬ 
rettes. 

Although the incident, which 
was caught on surveillance video, 
lasted mere minutes, Hornsby said 
it felt like forever. 

She remembers that one man 
was wearing a hooded sweatshirt 
while the other wore a baseball hat 
and kept his head down, making it 
difficult to see the suspects clearly. 


“Honestly, I know you’re sup¬ 
posed to look at them and try to 
get their features, but I was scared 
to look at them in the face after 
being hit,” Hornsby said. “I was 
afraid it would make it worse to 
look them in the eye.” 

After the suspects fled, 
Hornsby called 911 and waited for 
Williamstown Police to arrive on 
the scene. 

She was taken to St. Elizabeth- 
Grant County, where five staples 
were used to close her head 
wound. 

The day after the robbery, 
Hornsby said she was still woozy 
and emotional. 

“I was up all night,” she said. “I 
could not sleep. A car drove by at 
one point when I was finally start¬ 


ing to relax and the lights went 
through the window. I went into a 
complete panic and I stayed awake 
the rest of the night. At one point, 
my daughter got up and was 
stomping down the hallway. Her 
stomping reminded me of the 
sound when I got hit in the head. 
My heart stopped and I started 
bawling my eyes out. It’s been 
really hard.” 

Police do not believe the sus¬ 
pects are from Grant County. 

Images from the surveillance 
camera footage have been posted 
on Facebook in hopes that people 
may recognize the suspects. 

The suspects are described by 
police as two black males — one 
slim build with dreadlocks wear¬ 
ing a blue jacket and hood and a 


second with a heavier build wear¬ 
ing a black hat. 

The robbery is being investi¬ 
gated by Officer Brad Morris of 
the Williamstown Police 
Department and assisted by the 
the Grant County Sheriff’s Office 
and Kentucky State Police. 

Anyone who may have infor¬ 
mation about the robbery is asked 
to call 428-1212. 

A still-shaken Hornsby, who 
has worked at Speedway for about 
two months, said she is unsure if 
she will return to work at the gas 
station. 

“It was a scary situation,” she 
said. “I feel like they just didn’t 
rob the store. I feel like they 
robbed me of my sense of secu¬ 
rity.”
